The grand jury for the June term of 


court, which has been at worn on the 
Samuel J Bush negro lynching ease for 
over ten daye, finished its labors this 
afternoon at 3 o'oloc £ and 
was dis- 


charged 
The jiry failed to bring m in- 


dictments against anyboby implicated in 
the lynching of the negro. 


Judge Vail, Sheriff Perl, Dapnty Clerk 


McClfcllan, State's Attorney Mills and a 
few spectators were in the court loom 
when the jury came in 


The roll was called and it was found 


that all members of the jury except W 
E Bmgham were present 


The Judge asked "Have yon any pre 


sentments to make, Mr Foreman'" 


Mr Fans oame forward with a folded 


bill m his hand and gave it to his Honor 
It was an indictment against a party for 
a petit offense, having no reference to 
the lynching 


All of the jurymen looked steadily at 


the Judge while he was scanning the 
paper and doubtless were waiting to eee 
what wonld happen next 


The Jndgejaeked 
'Any further buei 


ness, gentlemen7' 


"No, sir," answered Foreman Fans 
'You are discharged," said the court, 


and the jurymen who have been in ses- 
sion nineteen days passed out and down 
into the street, 


None of the jurymen lingered to chat 


about how they felt ana none appeared 
to care what the spectators thought 
about the outcome of the lynching mvee 
tigation 


Oonrt then stood adjourned 
until 


Thursday morning

Given a Full Pardon by the Gov- 


ernor — Restored to 


Citizenship 


Frederick Aholtz is a free man to-day, 


and IB restored to all bis rights as & 
citizen 
He has been urder the ban 


since January 1887, when Judge Smith 
sentenced him to one year in the peniter 
tiary for forgery 
He remained in the 


county jail about seven months pending 
appeals for a new trial, and one day when 
he had grown weary of confinement in 
the upper cell of the residence portion of 
the jail, he escaped, leaving a farewell 
note for John Mauzy, who was then 
sheriff 
Fred did not relish the idea of 


going to Johet and ever since it has 
been his purpose to secure vindication, 
either by pardon or some other way 
He 


has been making his home at St. Louis 
and m East St Louis, patiently waiting 
until with safety he could return to De- 
catnr and his family 
Through the 


personal efforts of Attorney B I. Sterrett, 
and letters from Ex Judge Smith, Ex- 
prosecuting attorney E P Vail, State's 
Attorney 
Mills, 
and 
ninety leading 


citizens of this vicinity, Gov Altgeld 
granted the pardon yesterday evening 
The document is as follows

The career of Fred Aholtz m tms com- 


munity is familiar to every reader of the

He possessed considerable 


property at one time 
He became a liti- 


gant in the courts, and at every term he 
had so many cases on hand that he had 
to devote his whole time to getting evi- 
dence or attending the sessions 
He won 


but few ossee, mainly because of bad 
management, and 
numerous Appeals 


were necessary 
He had to give appeal 


bonds.and his bondsman generally was his 
couBin, the late George Stare, who at 
one time, it appeared m evidence at the 
trial gave Fred the privilege of signing 
his came to an appeal bond in his ab 
sence 
At another time wnen btare was 


absent and Fred had to file a bond for 
8300 in order to keep a certain case in 
place, Stare's name was signed to the 
paper, and for that act Aholtz was in 
dieted and sentenced for forgery 
Fred 


alwaja contended that he had Stores 
consent to sign that bond, but neverthe- 
less he was convicted 
Mr Aholtz has 


many friends and sympathizers in Deoa 
tor, who will be glad to learn that he has 
been pardoned, end will welcome him to 
the city 
He is a poor man, but still has

CHICAGO, June 27.—Gov. Altgeld'e par-

.ndorse his action, the great mass of Chi- 
cago citizens severely condemn it and 
look op the pardon and the long, bitter 
and violent statement accompanying it 
as the act of an arrant demagogue, a 
menace to the public peace and an insult 
to the laws of the state of Illinois, which 
Gov.

All of the school children in the county 
from the 82 schools appear to be at the 
park, together with large delegations 
from Monticello, Bement, Cerro Qordo 
Taylorville aud other towns. The crowc 
in attendance at noon was estimated a 
7,000, with more coming on every oar am 
in various vehicles. 


It was intended to have a big street 


parade this forenoon, headed by Good- 
man's band, bnt that had to be given up, 
because it would take up valuable time 
needed to get thn big and little folks to 
the park in the electric cars. The trains 
of oars were kept going with electric 
speed from 8 o'clock until noon, and 
each trip every oar waa crowded to the 
platforms and foot-rests. 
Manager Fer- 


guson gave special instructions to the 
men to exercise great care in looking 
after the children. There were no acci- 
dents.

What wonderful changes have takcu 
place in the condition ot this great state 
and in the Sunday schools during these 
years. Then the state was in her baby- 
hood, wearing short dresses, only ten 
years old without any influence, subject 
to the whims and caprices of her older 
Bisters. 
Now she has grown m wealth 


and everything that goes to make a gieat 
commonwealth and stands BS the third 
state in the Union, from a population of 
about 150,000 to a population of 4,000,- 
000. 
Towns whion contained a few 


hundred inhabitants have grown to be 
cities of many thousands; places that 
had no existence. Chicago for instance, 
now contains a million and a quarter of 
inhabitants, where the Columbian Ex- 
position is now being held, and where 
the nations of the earth are guttered by 
their representatives. 
From a few cow 


paths and traces traversing the state 
here 
and there, has developed fine 


graveled roads 
and 
railroads 
which 


exceeds in mileage that of any other 
state in the Union. 
Macon county was 


apart of Shelby. Deoatnr which now 
haa a population of over twenty thou- 
sand inhabitants, and more public school 
bouses than any city ;n the state in pro- 
portion to population, and the finest 
ones, and the best managed—acknowl- 
edged by every one who visits them—the 
second Chicago in grit, get up and 
energy, had no existence in 1K2H, was 
not born until 1821).

The Sunday school work haa 


kept pace with the growth of tue state 
from the little Sunday school which I 
attended in 1828, in the old capital of 
this now great state of Illinois. 
I have 


lived to see thia glorious work grow and 
develop until every neighborhood in the 
state has one or more Sunday schools 
The state of Illinois is the best organ- 
ized state in the Union and stands at 
the head for systematic work in the Sun 
day school, and Decatnr and Maoon 
county the geographical center of the 
state, is—outside of Chicago—the oen 
ter o" life and light in the Sunday eohoo! 
interest in Illinois. 
I have seen our 


great state develop into a commonwealth 
of which I am proud—from an insignifi 
cant territory to its present prominenci 
among the states of the union, Some o: 
ttie greatest men, both civil and military 
have had, their homes among us—Lin- 
coln, the great emancipator; Grant, the 
greatest general of the age; Ogleeby, 
the oft elected governor and brave gen- 
eral; Douglas, the little giant, and Ste- 
venson, the vice-president of the U. S.; 
Logan, prominent in civil and military 
positions, and many others whom we 
have honored with high positions and 
who honored ns by their probity and 
ability in tbe discharge of their duties 
in the positions they occupied. With 
the many hundreds of such men who 
have helped guide the ship of state, it 
could not be otherwise than that the 
state should rise to the high eminence 
which it occupies to-day. I am proud 
also of the prominent position 
onr 


state occupies in the Sunday school work. 
From a very few—perhaps not a dozen— 
Sunday schools in 1828, it has developed

Here W9 are to-day in a oivy of 25 


schools, and a county which hes over 80 
schools, where in 1828 there waa not a 
solitary Sunday school in town or county; 
in fact there was no Maonn county or 
town of Decatur at that time. 
And now 


in the name of the Sunday schools of the 
city, I extend to you a hearty welcome 
to this park and to a participation in the 
festivities of the ocoasion. Turn your- 
selves loose, now, jump, swing, play cro- 
quet, tennis, marbles, boat ride, fall into 
the river, and do anything and every- 
thing consistent with the occasion which 
calls ns together. 
Again I say welcome. 


The address was responded to by Rev. 


W. H. Haley, of Maoon, who said he felt 
honored in being invited to respond to 
the welcome extended by a man who 
has seen all the growth of the Sunday 
school work in this state.

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The Action of the Indian Government 


a 
Great Embarrassment to 
the Situation Here— 


A Petition. 


AVASHTXGTON, June 28.—Two hours 


were consumed by the cabinet yester- 
day in discussing1 the new phase of the 
silver question and other matters de- 
manding attention. The two confer- 
ences between the president and Secre- 
tary Carlisle simplified matters to some 
extent. Although the discussion, it IB 
said, took a wide range, it was neces- 
sarily brought back to one important 
and unmanageable point—that the ex- 
ecutive had no power in thfc premises, 
congress alons being able to deal with 
measures for relief. 


It wns pjain to the cabinet that the 


monthly purchase of silver must be 
continued, or else congress must be 
convened in special session immediate- 
ly. As the president had decided to 
call congress together in the early part 
of September to deal with the financial 
eituation, and manifested no intention 
of changing his stated purpose, the 
project of an early session of congress, 
it is understood, was dropped. 


So far as the continuance of the pur- 


chase of silver bullion under the Sher- 
man law was concerned, it was pointed 
out that little more than two months 
remained before congress would con- 
vene in extra session and that during 
the intervening time the silver to be 
purchased would 
ba only 9,000,000, 


ounces, a comparatively small amount 
in view of the previous purchases. That 
the best way to deal with the question 
was to await the course of events for 
two months longer, was generally 
agreed to, and it was with the view 
dominant that the meeting adjourned. 


From the comparatively few con- 


gressmen in the city the following 
views h;vve been obtained: 


Kepresentative Anderson, of "West 


Virginia, said the action of the Indian 
government, providing for the stoppage 
of free coinage of silver and other 
monetary measures, greatly 
embar- 


rassed the situation here. He was a 
free silver man, but lie believed the 
condition at this time would have to be 
considered in any legislation on the 
subject; that we could not legislate on 
the conditions of ten or twelve years 
ago, and that congress would have to 
act in accordance with things as they 
find them and not upon theories. lie 
thought a great many silvor men were 
disposed to agree to some compromise, 
but the matter of detail could not yet 
be determined upon, 


Kupreseutative Meredith, of Virginia., 


Faiil matters were coraplicnteu for the 
pilver men.

Asked about the probable effect on 


wheat, William Dunn, for many years 
one of the largest exporters of wheat 
on the board of trade, said he thought 
it would tend to curtail shipments from 
India. 


N. B. Ream did not think the silver 


question would be as important a fac- 
tor in the wheat market as may be imag- 
ined. 


Win. T. Baker said that the wheat 


had cut away from silver entirely in 
India, which was one of the reasons 
why the Indian government had taken 
the action which is now commanding 
attention.

CINCINNATI, 
June 
28.—Cincinnati 


bankers, financiers, capitalists 
and 


others met in consultation with the di- 
rectors of the board of trade and trans- 
portation, upon invitation of the lat- 
ter, yesterday, to prevent stringency 
•in the money market and to devise 
ways and means for its relief. After a 
free expression of the views of those 
present, a resolution was presented 
and unanimously adopted: "That it is 
the sense of the meeting that the presi- 
dent be urged to call a special session 
of congress at once. U practicable, and 
that other cities l>e invited to unite 
with Cincinnati to insist upon the 
earl}' attention 
of 
congress 
being 


given to the subject." The meeting ad- 
journed to Thursday at 4 o'clock to 
prepare n formal report to submit to 
the board of trade to bt forwarded to 
the secretary of the treasury. 


A Petition. 


MiLWAL'KEE, June 28.—Owing to the 


dullness in trade caused chiefly by the 
stringency in the ,naneial market, the 
Milwaukee merchants yesterday after- 
noon gave evidence of their disapproval 
of the so-called Sherman bill, to which 
the money tightness is solely attrib- 
uted, by forwarding a petition to Pres- 
ident Cleveland asking him to take im- 
mediate steps to have the bill repealed. 
The contents of the petition were to 
the effect that general dissatisfaction 
prevailed throughout the country, and 
that urgent and expeditious efforts 
were necessary to prevent imminent 
disaster. The petition was signed by 
nearly a hundred well-known citizens 
prominent in banking, commercial and 
mercantile 
circles. The 
expressed 


opinion is that the voice from Milwau 
kee will be caught up and re-echoed 
through the land. 


HYDUAUMC MIXING. 


The Withdrawal ot Restriction*, Now 


Imposed, to Help the Gold Stringency. 
SAN FRANCISCO, June 2S.—It is pro- 


posed here, as a practical solution of 
the gold .stringency, that the federal 
government withdraw all restrictions 
on hydraulic mining, which, it is be- 
lieved, would have the eiieet. if done 
immediately, of contributing i.",,000,000 
in gold li''fore winter. 


Interviews have been had with a 


number oi prominent mining men, all 
of whom support the practibility of 
the scheme. Speaking on the subject, 
Gen. 
Itimnnd, superintendent, says it 


is entirely feasible, and that the local 
mint, 
thoroughly 
equipped, could 


handle the gold. 


Much complaint has been made of 


the federal commissioners now here 
for delay in the matter of registrations 
for the pursuit of hydraulic mining. It 
is charged that they delay matters so 
much that it will be impossible to ob- 
tain licenses until winter, when the 
mining season is practically over.
